Announcement is made today of 
the sale of th,* capital stock of the 
Times & News Publishing Company 
to Samuel G. Spangler, who returned 
the highest bid after proposals had 
been submitted to several prospective 
purchasers.

W. Ut \er< H aler, president of the 
company and m ajority stock holder, 
acquired The G ettysburg Times and 
a small amount of printing equip­ 
ment in 1009 from Ralph It. Buving- 
er. 
This change in ownership proved 
to he the turning point in the un­ 
certain 
career 
of 
the 
newspaper. 
Located in the Eckert building it con­ 
tinued th e re until th e fail of 1919 
when it was moved to the Times 
budding on Carlisle street. 
During Mr. H afer’s eleven years 
of active control tho subscription list 
grew from less than one thousand to 
m on' than thirty rix hundred. 
Every 
departm ent of the business was im­ 
proved steadily and kept pace with 
its growth. The climax was achiev­ 
ed in 1919 when the Times occupied 
a home of its own, known to be one 
of the most modem newspaper plants 
in towns of this size. 
A severe blow wa* ilealt 
tym ­ 
pany by the illness of Mr. H afer ear­ 
ly in 1921 and which directly result­ 
ed in the sale of the propel ty and 
equipment, including the Tune! and 
the 
S tar 
and 
Sentinel, 
a 
weekly 
paper 
founded 
one 
hundred 
and 
twenty two years ago and published 
continuously since. 
It was issued a 
short time as a daily before Mr. H af­ 
er acquired it in 1917. 
The beginning of a 'daily paper in 
Gettysburg dates back to 18K4 when 
A. 
r . Sellhamer 
established Truth 
in the Eckert building. 
It was a 
small newspaper and was especially 
interested in bits of scandal. 
Truth 
existed five years. 
In 1889 *t closed 
fts doors and for an interval of ten 
years there was no daily newspaper 
in Gettysburg. 
Mr. Soil ha mer returned to Gcttya- 
burg in 19bI and established iVog- 
re*s, a daily 
.somewhat after the 
fashion of Truth. 
It was located in 
tho building that now, houses Mills’ 
store on Baltimore street. 
It exist­ 
ed a year when it was sold to M. A. 
Garvin, of G ettysburg. 
It was mov­ 
ed to tho Mushier building, (h a rn hom­ 
burg street, and later to a building 
along the W estern 
Maryland rail­ 
road tracks. 
When Progress moved 
to the Mi shier building it changed 
its name to Th,* Times which it has 
kept since. 
Before the paper went 
into the hands of a receiver, it was 
moved to the building of J. E. Wible, 
Carlisle* street. 
Mr. Buvinger then 
came along and took over what re­ 
mained of the* equipment. He operat­ 
ed it a year and a half before >ell- 
uig to Mr. Hafer.
